BOSSES at Oswestry’s British Ironwork Centre this week 
made a renewed plea to London Mayor Sadiq Khan to al¬ 
low their Knife Angel sculpture to be installed in Trafalgar 
Square. 

The fresh call comes after stabbing incidents in Shropshire and fatal 
knife attacks in London over the New Year period. 

Four people were stabbed in Shrewsbury and one in Telford while there were four 
people killed in London over New Year. The Knife Angel, built by sculptor Alfie Bradley,

Church plans 
new £1 million 
building in town 

PLANS have been revealed for a new £1 mil¬ 
lion church facility for Oswestry 

Hope Church has launched the plans to 
build the community facility in the centre of 
the town. 

Church leaders say that after serving the 
people of Oswestry for over 50 years from 
Laburnum Drive they are looking to update 
their building. 

They plan to move to a more accessible lo¬ 
cation on English Walls next to Central Car 
Park in the town centre. 

They say that the new building will enable 
Hope Church to expand the activities it runs 
for the community and provide much need 
facilities for other organisations. 

Pastor Derek Hughes said: “We really 
want to make a difference in Oswestry and 
relocating our building will really help us do 
that. 

“This new facility will be a great asset for 
Oswestry.” 

The new building is expected to cost at 
least £1 million. The last 12 months has seen 
Hope Church extend the amount of commu¬ 
nity work it does. 


was constructed out of blades from police 
forces across the country to highlight knife 
crime in the UK. 

Centre chairman Clive Knowles has 
been pushing for the sculpture to be placed 
on the fourth plinth in Trafalgar Square to 
give the artwork national prominence. 

The plans were knocked back in August 
by London Mayor Sadiq Khan who said 
the plinth was reserved for contemporary 
works of art commissioned and selected by 
the Fourth Plinth Commissioning Group. 

But Mr Knowles has this week made a 
renewed plea to Mr Khan to re-consider 
his stance after the latest bloodshed in the 
country’s streets. He has emailed the may¬ 
or’s office to renew the request to have the 
sculpture in London. 

Mr Knowles said: “The last week just 
shows how big of a problem knife crime 
is for this country, and street violence as 
a whole. 

“The attacks in London and in Shrop¬ 
shire show the problem there is, and I 
want to make a renewed call to Mr Khan 
to re-consider his position after what has 
happened. 

“After what happened in London last 
week, and the fact forces in London gave 
the most knives to the campaign, it should 
be in London and in Trafalgar Square to 
have the most impact.” 

Other cities across the UK have ex¬ 
pressed a desire to take the Knife Angel 
if London continues to decline and creator 
Mr Bradley also said he would like to see 
it in Manchester. 

A plinth is being made for the sculpture 
to sit on at the ironwork centre and this 
week Mr Knowles went to West Mercia Po¬ 
lice headquarters to pick up more knives 
to help make the plinth. He explained the 
ironwork centre will be the permanent 
home for the Knife Angel in the future 
and it would need a properly made plinth. 

Meanwhile, Mr Knowles has revealed 
he is to re-submit a retrospective planning 
application for his visitor attraction. The 
firm has withdrawn its current application 
and is to meet council officers on Monday 
to discuss a way ahead.

Thumbs-up for art exhibition

Now Andrew Logan has an exhibition of his work 
running until March 6 at the Powysland Museum 
in Welshpool. 

The Magic of Andrew Logan exhibition features 
some of his most famous work. 

In the 1970s, Logan became a key figure on the 
London art scene alongside David Hockney and 
Vivienne Westwood. 

He hosted influential events including the Al¬ 
ternative Miss World and the Valentine’s Day Ball 
when the Sex Pistols played their first gig. 


Logan and partner Michael Davies visited the 
Marches on many occasions and in the late 1980s 
they decided to present Andrew’s work outside of 
London - and chose Berriew near Welshpool. The 
village became home to the nation’s first museum 
dedicated to a living artist and was opened in 1991. 

Eva Bredsdorff, Powysland Museum’s senior 
curator, has been mentor to the Andrew Logan 
Museum of Sculpture in Berriew for a number of 
years. 

The museum is open 11am to 1pm and 2pm to 
5pm on weekdays, except Wednesdays, and 11am 
to 2pm on Saturdays.

Tributes paid to 
victims of horror 
motorway smash 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a popular 
landlady who was killed alongside her 
friend in a motorway crash. 

Barbara Jones had been the landlady 
of The Wellington pub in Welshpool for 
many years. She was the back seat passen¬ 
ger along with her friend Christine Evans 
when the Vauxhall car they were travelling 
in was in collision with a Mercedes van. 

The accident happened on the M42 in 
Warwickshire in the early hours of Friday 
morning. Both women were pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The driver of the car, Ms Jones’s partner 
Gareth Isaac, and his front seat passenger 
Graham Davies, escaped with minor inju¬ 
ries. All four were on the way to an airport 
to go on holiday when the van was in colli¬ 
sion with the back of the car. 

Following the crash, at about 3.20am, 
the 37-year-old van driver, from Birming¬ 
ham, was arrested on suspicion of being 
under the influence of drugs. He was re¬ 
leased under investigation. 

The town has been left in shock at the 
deaths and tributes have been paid to both 
of the victims. County Councillor Phil 
Pritchard, who knew both victims, said 
they were well known and well respected 
in Welshpool.

A NEW festival starting this year 
is attempting to break a Guin¬ 
ness World Record and raise 
money for a local charity. 

Fieldbounce Music Festival will 
take place on May 5 at Park Hall near 
Oswestry with headline acts Scouting 
for Girls, Danny Howard and Dappy 
already announced. 

A host of other acts are anticipated, as 
are other events across the one-day festival. 

However, the organisers are looking to 
make headlines themselves by breaking a 
world record, by having the most amount 
of people dressed in zebra costumes in one 
place. 

Festival organiser Shawn Melusi was 
inspired by the Kendal Calling Festival in 
2013 which had the most amount of Super¬ 
men in one place at the same time. 

He said it will add something a little 
extra to the festival and raise money for 
charity at the same time. 

He said: “We saw it had been done before 
and thought it might be something a little 
bit different and good fun. 

“Kendal Calling did it to raise money 
for charity and we are doing the same, for 
Hope House. 

“Beforehand we will be selling zebra one- 
sies and other outfits to raise money and in 
total we hope to raise £10,000. 

“Then people who come will be able to 
donate, and for every person wearing one 
on the day, we will donate £5 to the char¬ 
ity.” Plans are gathering pace for the fes¬ 
tival, with talks on-going with acts for the 
line-up.

ORGANISERS of under-threat youth activ¬ 
ities for children in villages around Oswest¬ 
ry have spoken of the importance of the 
programmes. 

Shropshire Council is planning to cut the 
budget that it gives to local joint commit¬ 
tees for youth activities from £234,959 to 
£135,000 and the number of committees 
benefiting from 18 to just six - Shrews¬ 
bury getting £45,000 and Oswestry, Mar¬ 
ket Drayton, Bridgnorth, Ludlow and 
Whitchurch £18,000. 


But rural joint committees will receive 
nothing under the proposals. 

Those affected include youth groups in 
the Gobowen, St Martins and Weston Rhyn 
area. 

A consultation on the plans closed last 
week. 

Holiday activities for families in 
Gobowen, St Martins, Weston Rhyn are 
run by the TNS Foundation, with funding 
support by Shropshire Council and others. 

Gill Jones from the foundation said: “We 


have received fantastic feedback for our 
provision, which was attended by almost 
400 children and young people last year. 

“We want to convince the council of the 
importance of a relatively small amount of 
funding in providing much-needed activities 
for children and young people growing up in 
rural areas who aren’t necessarily able to 
get in to the market towns to access what 
they have to offer.” Last week the founda¬ 
tion held indoor activity days in Gobowen, 
St Martins and Weston Rhyn.

Baby unit 
opens up 
its doors 
once again 

OSWESTRY’S maternity unit has 
now reopened after a temporary over¬ 
night closure at the weekend because 
of staff sickness. 

The unit, housed at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital, had only reopened 
on Monday last week after months of 
being closed because of staffing issues. 

The service was temporarily closed 
from 8pm on Sunday until 8am on 
Monday this week. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospi¬ 
tal NHS Trust (SaTH) said the latest 
closure was due to short-term staff 
sickness. 

Women booked to give birth at 
Oswestry were offered a birth at an¬ 
other midwife led unit. 

Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery 
at SaTH, apologised for any inconven¬ 
ience. 

Campaigners battling to ensure all 
services remain at the unit, including 
birthing services, are urging mothers 
to make use of the unit. 

They are battling proposals by 
health bosses to only have births ei¬ 
ther in Shrewsbury or Telford or at 
home. 

Health bosses have suggested the 
midwife led unit at Oswestry could be 
transformed into a “maternity hub” 
offering a wide range of services in¬ 
cluding pre and post-natal care but 
not births. 

A public consultation will be held 
before any decision is taken.

Attraction withdraws 
planning application 

Eleanor leaves her mark on region

A TOURIST attraction near 
Oswestry has withdrawn a retro¬ 
spective planning application for 
its site. 

Bosses at the British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre have revealed they were invited to 
withdraw their current retrospective 
application by Shropshire Council’s 
planning officers. 

A crucial meeting on the long-running 
issue will be held with council officials on 
Monday. The planning application for tour¬ 
ist buildings, a sculpture park, and ware¬ 
housing that have been built on the site off 
the A5, was submitted two years ago. 

After a visual impact statement, com¬ 
missioned by Shropshire Council, was 
published in December, chairman and di¬ 
rector of the ironwork centre, Clive and 
Ben Knowles, said they were invited to 
withdraw the current application and re¬ 
submit a fresh application. 

The statement described the initial ap¬ 
plication as “lacking in detail” and “con¬ 
fusing”. 

The application has attracted hundreds 
of letters of support but critics say the site 
should not have been developed without 
planning permission. 

Clive Knowles said the centre was now 
in limbo. He said: “We were expecting the 
application to go before Shropshire Council 
in November with an officer recommenda¬ 
tion to grant permission. Now suddenly the 
process has been derailed and everything is 
up in the air. We are in limbo. I hope things 
will become clearer when we have a meet¬ 
ing with planning officers on Monday. 

“We are a family business that runs a 
free tourist attraction for Shropshire and, 
we believe, we have put Oswestry on the 
map with our high profile initiatives, such 
as the Knife Angel. 

“We and our 85-strong staff are very con¬ 
cerned about the future for the centre. 

“We feel that it is only the vexatious few 
that led us to this point.” 

He said the business now has three 
months to decide on its future course and 
to submit a new planning application. 


STORM Eleanor battered Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales, ripping up 
trees and making driving conditions 
treacherous. 

Drivers escaped injury when a 
trailer overturned on a high bridge 
on the A5/A483 on the Shropshire 
border close to Oswestry. 

The crash happened on the ex¬ 
posed section of road that crosses 
the River Ceiriog, part of the Chirk 
bypass. 

Trees fell onto roads in a number 


of places causing disruption and 
roads to be blocked. 

Motorists near Oswestry were left 
with a detour on their way home 
from work as a tree was felled on 
the road between Knockin and Kin- 
nerley. 

The road was completely blocked. 

A large tree fell in the grounds of 
Dolerw Park in Newtown, close to 
the offices of Powys County Council. 

Teams from Shropshire, Telford 
and Powys councils sent teams out 


to ensure roads were cleared of 
debris. Tim Sneddon, Shropshire 
Council’s environmental mainte¬ 
nance service manager, said: “When 
we have reports of trees down, flood¬ 
ing or roads closed for whatever rea¬ 
son our priority is firstly to make it 
safe. 

“We then look to open roads as 
soon as we can, again on a priority 
basis by dealing with A, B and major 
link roads first, then the more rural 
network.”

Murder accused tells crown

A KITCHEN worker has told a jury of the moment he claims two men 
attacked a businessman in a revenge killing. 

Satnam Singh Blugher, who owned Tony’s Diner at Halfway House between Shrews¬ 
bury and Welshpool, was found with stab wounds at the premises on June 26 last year. 

More than £47,000 in cash was also taken. Belkar Singh, who is accused of murdering 
the grandfather, told a jury at Stafford Crown Court that he was not responsible for his 
boss’s death. He said two men had come into the restaurant and attacked the 67-year- 


Suspect facing

They were 
attacking violently.” 

He told the jury the shorter of the two al¬ 
leged attackers was referred to by the name 
of ‘Raja’. He said they had hit him before 
emptying Mr B’s pockets of cash and going 
upstairs to find the rest of his money. 

Singh, 58, of Booth Street, Handsworth, 
in Birmingham, was employed to wash 
dishes and clean at the roadside diner.

Business plan could lever in 
£1.5 million to help town

OSWESTRY could lever in more than £1.5 million of extra funding 
to improve the town if its businesses agreed to a levy on their rates 
through the creation of a Business Improvement District. 

The Oswestry BID group has revealed that it is looking for a 1.75 per cent 
levy from businesses that pay £12,000 rates or over each year. 

Businesses in the heart of the town and the commercial areas including the industrial 


Cafe closure 
'is the end 
of an era' 

A CAFE with a history stretching back to 
the 1950s has closed and will be converted 
into a coffee chain. 

The Pinewood Cafe in Broad Street in 
Welshpool closed on December 30 for the 
last time, with the loss of 15 jobs. 

In October, the owners announced they 
would be closing before Larentia, a Lon- 
don-based firm which runs Costa Coffee 
shops across the UK, confirmed it would be 
taking control of the building. 

The popular cafe has a long history that 
goes back to the 1950s when it was known 
as The Blue Cafe and run by sisters Mary 
and Margaret Foulkes. 

County Councillor Graham Breeze has 
described the cafe as an institution in the 
town. Councillor Breeze said: “It really is 
the end of an era for Welshpool. The Pine- 
wood Cafe, or the Blue Cafe as it was origi¬ 
nally known, was an institution in the town 
and part of growing up for generations of 
Welshpool families.”

He added: “It is sad to see the cafe closing 
and long-serving staff possibly losing their 
jobs. It is to be hoped many will be retained 
by Costa when the premises reopens.”

Don’t get me wrong I’m no fan 
of Piers Morgan but he got my 
week off to a great start on Mon¬ 
day morning when he lambasted 
Brexit remainer Lord Adonis live 
on Good Morning Britain over his 
campaign for a second referen¬ 
dum. 

Morgan and I had a difference 
of opinion at a Society of Editors 
conference many years ago over 
Daily Mirror coverage of alleged 
war crimes and he went on to 
lose his editor’s chair at the Mir¬ 
ror over the issue - only to resur¬ 
rect his career as an outspoken 
TV pundit. He still annoys me on 
a daily basis but having voted for 
Brexit I couldn’t help but back 
his stance against the Lord’s 
campaign for a second referen¬ 
dum in which the public is al¬ 
lowed to decide on whether they 
leave the European Union once 
the terms and conditions are 
made clear. Morgan let fly in his 
usual manner and got plenty of 
support from former UKIP lead¬ 
er Nigel Farage. I’m right behind 
the both of them. A referendum 
is a referendum - there’s no go¬ 
ing back. Rightly or wrongly the 
country voted to get out of Eu¬ 
rope as quickly as possible. Only 
time will tell whether that was 
the right or wrong decision. But 
surely we can’t have another ref¬ 
erendum once we know whether 
the full terms and conditions of 
leaving suit us all? Morgan quite 
rightly drew up the analogy of 
not being happy with Arsenal’s 
FA Cup defeat to Nottingham 
Forest and jested that he should 
campaign for a replay. You can’t 
have another go just because 
things didn’t go your way, that’s 
not the way life works. 

Whether you agree or not, the 
people of the UK have spoken. 
End of. Now let’s deal with the 
repercussions. 

Best news of the week came 
in revelations that traffic lights 
and filter lanes are at last to be 
installed at Oswestry’s number 
one accident blackspot at the 
Maesbury Road junction. But 
why has it taken so long? 

Drivers have died at this junc¬ 
tion and barely a week goes by 
without incidents causing seri¬ 
ous injury and much damage. 

Yet it has taken years for road 
bosses to recognise how dan¬ 
gerous the junction really is. 
Work should start in the summer. 
And the good news continues 
with an announcement that more 
improvements are to be made at 
the Mile End roundabout. Over 
£4 million was spent on this pro¬ 
ject and in my opinion it is now 
more dangerous than ever with 
drivers struggling to know which 
lane they should be in. Another 
no-brainer.

MARK ANDREWS reports 
on the worrying use of 
knives in violent attacks in 
Shropshire recently 

FIVE stabbings in Shropshire 
in 24 hours - statistics like this 
were once thought to be the 
preserve of big cities. 

But the events that marked the 
start of 2018 have shown that no 
part of Britain is immune from knife 
crime which costs hundreds of lives 
every year. 

While the wave of knife violence that 
swept the county in the new year is un¬ 
doubtedly terrible for those involved, 
Supt Tom Harding of West Mercia Police 
points out that knife crime is falling in 
the county. 

“We know that there has been around 
a 20 per cent reduction in violent crime 
with injuries in Telford and Shropshire 
for the last 28 days compared with the 
same period in 2016,” he says. 

“We have demonstrated and offered as¬ 
surance to the public that we do not and 
will not tolerate knife crime and we will 
continue to tackle violent criminality and 
keep our counties safe.” 

The strong message will reassure many 
Shropshire residents after the county 
was rocked by the incidents of knife 
crime over the the New Year period. 

Two people were injured in violence 
outside Shrewsbury’s Buttermarket 
nightclub on New Year’s Day. 

Hours later another two men suffered 
wounds in Hereford Road in the town. 

Meanwhile, a 51-year-old man was in¬ 
jured in a stabbing in Telford. 

Mr Harding believes many people 


would not carry knives if they really 
thought through the consequences of 
their actions. 

And he says that even if you are not 
the one brandishing the weapon, hang¬ 
ing around with somebody who does 
can have life-changing consequences. 

“If someone is injured or killed by a 
knife in your presence, even if you’re 
not the one using the weapon, you too 
could be prosecuted,” he says. 

“You could be sent to prison for mur¬ 
der in what is referred to as ‘joint en¬ 
terprise’.” 

He points out that saying a weapon 
is for your own protection will make no 
difference should you be arrested. 

He said: “If you are caught carrying 
a knife you will be arrested and pros¬ 
ecuted, regardless of whether you say 


it was for your own protection or you 
were carrying it for someone else. 

“Getting a criminal record could 
affect your whole life; future job pros¬ 
pects, going to college or university, 
travelling abroad - and possession of a 
knife can carry a prison sentence of up 
to four years. 

“It’s your choice to carry a weapon 
and you are putting your future in dan¬ 
ger.” 

In September last year, West Mercia 
Police held a knife-surrender campaign 
- the force is keen to stress that this 
was not an amnesty - which saw 265 
knives and three swords handed in at 
Shropshire’s two main police stations. 

The surrender, part of a national 
campaign called Operation Sceptre, 
was launched in the wake of a fatal 


stabbing in Shrewsbury. Declan Graves, 
20, of Liverpool, was jailed for life after 
stabbing 16-year-old Michael Warham 
through the heart during a gang dispute 
in Wayford Close, Meole Brace, in 2016. 

The campaign saw about 200 blades 
handed in at Telford’s Malinsgate police 
station and 60 more at Shrewsbury. 

Mr Harding says when the three sep¬ 
arate incidents flared up on New Year’s 
Day police were swiftly on the scene to 
deal with the problem, containing the 
trouble and making arrests. He says 
extra officers were on patrol over the 
Christmas period to keep the public safe 
during the celebrations. 

The Centre for Crime and Justice 
Studies says that policing alone is un¬ 
likely to be the answer to reducing knife 
crime. In 2009, the charity carried out a 
comprehensive review of gun and knife 
crime strategies, on behalf of the then 
Children’s Commissioner for England, 
Albert Aynesley-Green. 

It claimed that a “zero tolerance” ap¬ 
proach to weapon possession was inef¬ 
fective and that more work was needed 
to change attitudes among young people. 

The report said merely seeking to 
disarm offenders, without looking at 
the insecurities which led them to carry 
weapons, was tackling the symptoms 
rather than the cause. The fight against 
knife crime has been taken on by the 
British Ironwork Centre near Oswestry. 

A Knife Angel sculpture has been cre¬ 
ated from knives given to the company 
by police forces throughout the country. 

Police bosses have backed the initia¬ 
tive with some top officers even visiting 
the site to write their own messages of 
peace on the blades. 

Bosses at the firm are campaigning 
for the Knife Angel to be installed on 
the fourth plinth of Trafalgar Square to 
give the artwork and its peace message 
national prominence.

It’s that time of year again. 
Time to think about our hopes for 
the New Year. And I don’t mean 
health, happiness for all, and 
world peace, which we all want. 
I mean those things that might 
just fall within my sphere of in¬ 
fluence - where I have an actual 
involvement. 

Firstly there is Brexit. The UK 
is leaving the EU in March 2019. 
Every MP has a part to play in 
ensuring the terms on which we 
leave are in the good interests of 
the UK and the EU. Mrs May will 
be able to count on my support, 
if not on other MPs who prefer 
to put political opportunism first.

The 
decisions on reform have al¬ 
ready been made and the two 
Clinical Commissioning Groups 
in Shropshire and the Powys Lo¬ 
cal Health Board are waiting to 
embark on a statutory 12-week 
public consultation. I hope for 
spades to be in the ground dur¬ 
ing the 2018 summer. 

Thirdly, I hope that National 
Grid will cancel the Mid Wales 
Connection Project, which it has 
held, suspended like a Sword 
of Damocles over the heads of 
the people of Montgomeryshire. 
While we can be grateful that the 
massive 400Kw power line and 
landscape-wrecking monstrous 
steel pylons from North Shrop¬ 
shire to Cefn Coch has not gone 
ahead, we know it has not been 
cancelled. I am writing to Chair¬ 
man Sir Peter Gershon to ask 
him to do just that. 

Fourthly, the Chancellor has 
announced there is to be a Mid 
Wales ‘Growth Deal’. Excellent 
news. But it needs a transform¬ 
ative project to kick start it. How 
about a new road from Welsh¬ 
pool to the English border to re¬ 
place the hopelessly inadequate 
A458 that currently exists? 

Fifthly, let us consider the 
farming industry in Mid Wales. 
We realise there is going to be 
significant change in the support 
regime, the industry depends 
on, whether the UK is in the EU 
or out. There must be a prop¬ 
erly funded woodland scheme 
and a positive attitude towards 
diversification. And one other 
thing. I hope the new Parliamen¬ 
tary constituency boundaries 
planned for approval next year 
are not approved. I hope to see 
the proposal scrapped altogeth¬ 
er. Montgomeryshire has been 
in existence for many centuries. 
Long let it continue.

Council tax bills set to 
go up by six per cent

COUNCIL Tax in Shropshire is 
set to rise by almost six per cent 
from April - almost double infla¬ 
tion. 

The 5.99 per cent increase, up from 
the rise of 3.99 per cent last year, is 
being considered to help the authority 
tackle its multi-million pound finance 
problems. 

The rise outstrips the retail price index 
measure of inflation, which is currently 3.1 
per cent. It would represent £75.45 a year 
more for Band D properties, and £58.68 for 
Band B homes. 

Shropshire Council Leader Councillor 
Peter Nutting said: “We do not want to put 
Council Tax up at all, but the reality of life 
is we have huge pressure on adult social 
care and children’s social services and it 
costs real money to sort the problems out. 

“We need the money so we can provide 
a decent social services system for some of 
the most vulnerable people in Shropshire.” 

Councillor Nutting said the ambition 
was for the tax rise in the following year, 
2019/20, to come down to 3.99 per cent. 

The authority is only be able to increase 
Council Tax to 5.99 per cent because of 
changes to government policy. The increase 
would be made up of 2.99 per cent for the 
council, as permitted by government, added 
together with three per cent, to pay solely 
for the costs of providing adult social care. 
The government has increased the amount 
councils are allowed to raise for their own 
services without calling a referendum from 
1.99 per cent to 2.99 per cent. Councils are 
also permitted to combine that increase 
with a six per cent increase, split over three 
years for adult social care. 


Tree recycle scheme boosts hospice

AS people have been throwing 
their unwanted Christmas trees 
away, a contractor has been re¬ 
cycling them to raise money for 
a children’s hospice. 

Shropshire Council contractor 
Veolia has been making a dona¬ 
tion for every Christmas tree 
it recycles to Hope House Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice in Morda near 
Oswestry. 

During the first few weeks of 
the month, the contractor has 
been recycling the trees at its 
depot on the Mile Oak Industrial 
Estate. 

Last year, more than 4,000 
real trees were recycled by 
Shropshire residents both at the 
kerbside and at one of the five 
household recycling centres in 
Shropshire in Oswestry, Shrews¬ 
bury, Craven Arms, Whitchurch 
and Bridgnorth. 

Lynsey Kilvert, area fund¬ 
raiser for Hope House Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice, thanked Veolia 
and said: “Everyone at Hope 
House is delighted that Veolia 
will be making a donation to 
help us continue the vital sup¬ 
port we provide to seriously ill 
children and their families and 
to families and children in the 
community who have suffered 
the sudden death of a child or 
someone close to them in trau¬ 
matic circumstances.” 


Funding is 
available to 
groups from 
bonfire night 

APPLICATIONS are now being invit¬ 
ed for grants from Oswestry’s bonfire 
and fireworks community funding 
scheme. 

The town council and the Border¬ 
land Rotary Club of Oswestry have 
established a grant fund from the 
proceeds of the Oswestry bonfire and 
fireworks evening. 

Each year the intention is for all the 
income from the community event to 
be given out in community donations 
to support local clubs, organisations 
and other local events. 

The establishment of the fund is as 
a result of the town council deciding 
not to recover their costs of firework 
purchase each year and this is added 
to the actual profits from the event. 

Over the last 29 years of the event 
in excess of £80,000 has been distrib¬ 
uted to local good causes. 

Applications are now invited for 
funds available from the 2017 bonfire 
and fireworks evening. 

Applicants must be based, and the 
activity to be funded, must be fo¬ 
cussed on Oswestry itself. Grants will 
not fund staffing or administrative 
costs and the organisation must have 
a bank or building society account.

Halting of 
waste work 
leads to loss 
of 10 jobs 

AN environmental charity will stop 
waste and recycling collections, caus¬ 
ing the loss of 10 jobs. 

Cae Post, based in Welshpool, is 
a charity and social enterprise that 
employs disabled and disadvantaged 
workers. In the past it has carried out 
collections across Montgomeryshire 
and at one point went to 5,000 Powys 
properties. 

Chair of the charity’s trustees John 
Harrington said: “It has been an ex¬ 
tremely difficult year for us. 

“Although we have been able to 
grow our services to trade customers 
in Powys and Shropshire, we have 
seen the value and demand for the 
recyclable materials we sort and bale 
fall. This has led us to a very difficult 
decision. As a board of trustees, it was 
very hard for us to decide to close our 
recycling centre in Trewern, but fi¬ 
nancially we had no choice. 

“We hope to be able to continue 
to meet our charitable objectives of 
offering training and employment to 
those disadvantaged in the jobs mar¬ 
ket in some other way in future.” 

Cae Post has a long history of char¬ 
itable work in learning disability and 
environmental action. 

Despite the current trading activi¬ 
ties stopping, the charity will continue 
to exist while the trustees investigate 
new ways to deliver their charitable 
objectives with the revised budget. 

Mr Harrington added about the job 
losses: “We would really like to thank 
all of our staff, customers and suppli¬ 
ers over the years for their support 
and the significant contribution they 
have made to our social enterprise.” 

The charity had to cut 17 jobs ear¬ 
lier this year after kerbside recycling 
collections were taken back in-house 
by Powys County Council. 


Reassurances given over 
NHS winter pressures

PATIENTS are being reassured 
that operations at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital are proceed¬ 
ing as planned this month - de¬ 
spite what they may have read or 
heard about the NHS response 
to winter pressures on a national 
scale. 

News emerged last week that trusts 
across the country were being advised 
to cancel non-urgent procedures this 
month in order to free up capacity for 
the sickest patients. 

This was requested as part of a raft of 
measures from the National Emergency 
Pressures Panel. 

But the orthopaedic hospital is a spe¬ 
cialist centre that does not feature an 
emergency department and does not take 
emergency admissions, so will be continu¬ 
ing to function as normal. 

Beverley Tabernacle, director of nursing 
and deputy chief executive, said: “It is very 
much business as usual and we would like 
to reassure any patients booked in for pro¬ 
cedures this month that it is our expecta¬ 
tion that those will go ahead as planned. 

“That is not to say that we are not doing 
all we can to support the wider local health 
economy. 

“We have made a number of beds availa¬ 
ble on our care of the elderly ward to sup¬ 
port our colleagues at The Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust, and we are 
considering other measures we can take. 

“The wider NHS is under a lot of pres¬ 
sure right now, and we want to do all we 
can to help.”

Businesses in and 
around Oswestry are 
being warned to be 
prepared for major new 
legislation due to come 
into force this year. 

John Merry, head of 
employment law at Lanyon 
Bowdler Solicitors, said 
many businesses were 
concerned about how to 
comply with the General 
Data Protection Regulation 
- or GDPR as it is commonly 
known - and have been 
contacting the firm 
for advice. 

Lanyon Bowdler is holding a 
free seminar along with Jelf 
insurance brokers and Zepko 
Managed Security Services 
on January 23 which will 
look at cyber crime and how 
businesses can get ready for 
the new GDPR rules.

John said: “GDPR is 
probably the biggest issue 
for businesses at the 
moment. Many will need to 
change their processes for 
managing data relating not 


only to their employees, 
but also their customers, 
targets and other 
third parties. 

“Another challenge for 
employers is that the 
removal of employment 
tribunal fees in July this year 
has seen a big increase in 
the number of claims, 
which is likely to continue 
during 2018.” 

John also highlighted that 
many employers, and 
employees, will be affected 
by changes being introduced 
in April regarding staff 
termination payments. 

He said: “Currently, it can 
be possible to compensate 


employees who are 
dismissed without notice 
with tax free payments. 

“Where this is done, the 
employer can pay the 
employee the same amount 
they would have earned net 
during their notice period, 
and benefit from the tax and 
national insurance saving. 

“Alternatively, the employer 
can make the payment gross 
in order to pass the benefit 
on to the employee. 

“However, from April 
2018, all payments in lieu 
of notice will be taxable 
as earnings. Employers 
planning dismissals should 
bear this in mind as regards 
timing and take advice 
regarding the tax efficiency 
of payments on termination. 

“We also encourage 
employers to review 
contracts of employment, as 
terms relating to payments 
in lieu of notice can limit 
the obligation to make such 
payments.”

Managing your allowance 


If you’re looking forward to a 
comfortable retirement, recent 
changes to the total amount which 
can be built up in pension savings 
without incurring tax penalties could 
affect your financial plans. 

Since being introduced in 2006, the 
Lifetime Allowance (LTA) has been cut 
from £1.8m in 2010 to £1.25m in 2015. 
In April 2016, it was cut further to £1 m. 
If you’re a long-serving employee, a 
senior professional, or you work for 
yourself and have built up a large 
self-invested personal pension pot, 
you could unwittingly find yourself in 
the danger zone. You could face a tax 
charge of 55 per cent on any lump 


sum taken in excess of the LTA, or 25 
per cent on top of your normal rate of 
Income Tax if you take the pension as 
income. If the value of your pension 
benefits is approaching, or above, the 
LTA you should take action. You may 
decide to take your pension early, 
scale back on high risk investments 
and switch to less volatile assets like 
bonds or cash, or even stop your 
contributions. 

If you are concerned about exceeding 
the £1m LTA you should seek advice 
on how you can apply to protect it. If 
you’re concerned about your liability 
in the future, consider how much you 
put into your pension and how well 


your investments are performing. Ask 
your pension provider how much you 
have built up in your scheme. If you’re 
in more than one pension scheme 
(excluding your state pension), you 
must add up how much you have in all 
schemes you belong to. 

Please remember: 

• The value of investments and any 
income from them can fall and you may 
get back less than you invested. 

• The tax treatment of pensions 
depends on your circumstances and 
may change in the future.

When the British weather turns more 
Arctic, it’s tempting to neglect our 
gardens.

Shrewsbury High School hosts an annual biomedical conference 

School in shortlist for award 


Shrewsbury High School is 
celebrating after becoming the 
only Shropshire school to have 
been shortlisted in this year’s TES 
Independent School Awards. 

The school was recognised in the 
Strategic Education Initiative category 
for how well it encourages girls to 
pursue careers and degrees in areas 
of Science, Technology, Mathematics, 
Engineering and related STEM 
disciplines when nationally the trends 
are so poor, particularly in co-ed senior 
schools. Since 2013 at Shrewsbury 
High, there has been a rapid increase 


in the number of girls pursuing courses 
in these STEM disciplines from 21% 
in 2013 to 54% in 2016, such a strong 
increase that it impressed those 
selecting for the award. 

Headmaster Michael Getty puts 
this down to a number of different 
strategies and initiatives employed by 
the school. He said: “Major influences 
have been the huge uptake of open 
access STEM clubs in school and the 
award winning bio-medical programme 
for would-be doctors, dentists, vets, 
nurses, physiotherapists, and bio¬ 
medical engineers that is now a large 


annual event and programme in school 
and across the county. 

“Similarly, the operation of 
engineering programmes, which 
require students, for example, to build 
and engineer full size electric cars in 
school and then to race them, are seen 
as forward looking and inspiring. 

“Girls now pursuing these careers 
in such volume is important as it 
challenges the stereotype that only 
boys and men gravitate towards these 
kinds of professions.”

The trio - Hayley Williams, Zac Farro and Taylor York - 
have returned to the UK for a five-date, whistle-stop arena 
tour, which reaches Arena Birmingham on Sunday. 

The shows are the band’s first since June last year, 
when they played five intimate gigs - including one at the 
Royal Albert Hall - to coincide with the release of After 
Laughter. 

Having previously performed sold out shows at the 
02 Arena, Wembley Arena, and co-headlined Reading & 
Leeds Festivals in 2014, fans are in for something special. 

Their recent show at the Royal Albert Hall was a 
triumph with DIY writing: “They say what doesn’t kill you 
only makes you stronger and tonight, against the iconic 
backdrop of the Royal Albert Hall, Paramore prove to be 
at their most powerful yet.” The Evening Standard added: 
“Eighties-style synths and sleek guitars ruled the night at 
this animated gig.” Q described it as “perfect”. 

Paramore are four-times Grammy nominees and won 
the Best Rock Song trophy at the 57th Annual Awards. 
They have long established themselves as international 
rock superstars. 

Their previous self-titled album Paramore hit number 
one in the UK and US upon release, and showcased a 
string of blockbuster singles including two two-times 
RIAA platinum-certified hits, plus smashes Still Into You 
and Ain’t It Fun. 

The band has enjoyed a truly remarkable run of 
critically-acclaimed albums and singles since coming 
together in Nashville in 2004, from 2005’s gold- 
certified debut, All We Know Is Falling and 2007’s 
two-times platinum-certified breakthrough, RIOT! 

-with its three-times platinum-certified hit, Misery 
Business, as well as the platinum-certified 
singles crushcrushcrush and That’s What You 
Get - to 2008’s worldwide platinum Decode 
and 2009’s platinum-certified Brand New Eyes 
and its Grammy-nominated smash, The Only 
Exception. 

Frontwoman Hayley has grown up in the 
spotlight. She formed the band following the 
divorce of her parents, when she was 
14, and signed her first record deal 
a year later when Atlantic snapped 
her up. 

A poetic and sensitive lyricist, 
she helped the band to flourish 
alongside peers like My Chemical 
Romance and Fall Out Boy. 

The band took their time over 
After Laughter, following the 
international success of their self- 
titled 2013 record. 

Hayley says: “I didn’t even 
know if we were going to make 
another record... There was a 
moment when I didn’t even want it 
to happen. Then it was like, I want 
it to happen, but I don’t know how 
we’re going to do it.” 

The songs were written following 
a lengthy period of introspection 
by Hayley, who went into therapy. 

“For the first time in my life, there

wasn’t a pinhole of light at the end of the 
tunnel. I thought, I just wish everything 
would stop. It wasn’t in the sense of, 
I’m going to take my life. It was just 
hopelessness. Like, ‘What’s the 
point?’ I don’t think I understood 
how dangerous hopelessness is. 
Everything hurts.” 

The band were keen to make a 
break with the past and their re¬ 
branding involved bringing in an 
LA designer, Scott Cleary. He was 
keen to underscore the band’s new 
sound and direction by creating 
, an im P° ssible trident optical 

illusion as the album’s 
X! artwork. He says: “The 

band came to me when they 
were recording the album in 
M LA. We’ve been friends for a 
I while so we were spending 
a lot of time together while 
l they were in town from 
Nashville. They asked me 
if I’d be interested in doing 
* the album artwork and 
^ band re-brand, to which I 

jumped at the chance. They 
had some ideas around 
[ the 80s vibes of the record, 
and a few visual references 
they were feeling. I did the 
usual ‘listen to the record, write/ 
draw a bunch of stuff and came 
I up with the idea of a landscape 
where colors, shapes and textures

would represent sounds and moments on the record. 
They were sold from my first concept, which is very rare, 
but just shows we were all on the same page. The band 
were great to work with - it helped being friends, as I 
didn’t need to go through a bunch of people to get fast 
opinions. I created a computer-generated layout of the 
whole artwork, then recreated each element in real life 
(lots of crafting), photographed it, then brought it back 
into the landscape. Sonically, the record is very ‘real’ and 
I wanted the imagery details to have that finishing touch.” 

After Laughter dealt with a range of topics, including 
death. Hayley was determined to mull over the things on 
her mind - and also wanted to become a kinder person. 

“Man, I was just taught to be nice,” she says. “I’m going 
to be gone one day, and I have to accept that tomorrow 
isn’t promised. Am I OK with how I’m living today? It’s the 
only thing I can help.”
